More than Chopin./ 


As a composer Schumann started 


with the piano, and wrote scarcely 
anything out piano -until 1840. He 
might easily have confined himself 
to th«t instrument, like Chopin, 
bat in th* and th* broadening of 
his intereatsr led him into wider 
flftlds. Ait the etart, and often lat- 
er on, Schumann composed at the 
piano, and while no himself in. aft- 
er years condemned the practice, it 
undoubtedly rood* him write in true 
piano ctyl*, BO that Schumann ranks 
with Chopin himself a* one who 
composes rawfe. far the piano that 
cannot be adequately pwformtd on 
any other iMtrameat. Moreover. 
Schumann invented « n«w .mod*1 of 
treatment, a kind of orchestral 
polyphony; and by means "of''the 
pedal, extended ntvrals, peculiar 
chord positions, and other devices, 
he succeeded In producing from his 
instrument a w*alth of tonal effects 
hitherto undreamt-of. /'At the same 
time, he wrote very little in brav- 
ura style, and was apparently re- 
luctant to use"-the higher and low- 
Er registers of the piano. 
Originality and Humor. 
Schumann's originality 
ip 
the 


more striking that it shows itself 
in his very earliest compositions; 
there is ecarcely a trace of .any 
other nrasieians in aD hi* -works. It 
is a result of tbo saune originality 
that the -works of his first ten yeays 
present the most characteristic pic- 
cure of his genius. The freshness 
and «han» of the** -**rly work* he 
never r«aDy snrnaned. though, he 
rose to heights of greater power in 
later compositions. 
Furthermore, 


Schumann is the only composer, 
after Beethoven, who is capable of 
giving full 'and free expression to 
th* humorous clement m instru- 
mental music. 


dmpared With Schubert. 
As a sonr composer' Schumann 


Tcankir with the very greatest, and is 
perhaps th* most profoundly and 
•mtdlectuallysuggttiive-of them all. 
It has baen finely mid that Schubert 
wrote tunes for verses, whereas 
Schumann composed musical poems 
to them. We should also mention 
.bis fine symphonies, in which he 
come* close after' Beethoven, his 
great .piano concerto, and his fa- 
mous piano quintet. 


Why This Title? 
Schumann's titles are always 


carefully chosen, but they were se- 
lected after the work was-compos- 
ed, not before: Hence it is not cor- 
rect to speak of these works aa pro- 
gram music, though they are ro- 
mantic. Each piece,, thought Schu- 
mann, should have a value of its 
own, and be 'intelligible by itself; 
but the .title is necessary, to give 
the hearer 'the same mood. These 
considerations apply to the Bird as 
Prophet, which was published as 
one of the Woodland Scenes, Op. 82. 
How should the liateuer be guided 
to the right .attitude toward this 
tone-portrait? Let him imagine, 
says Schumann's title, that he is 
listening/to a • single melodious 
bird in the deep woods, staging- with 
such1 conviction that it aoundi like 
the impressive utterance of * pro- 
phet. It does not matter that no 
bird ever sang such a melody: a 
prophet bird might do so. And the 
listener's heart must swell as he 
hearkens, with a sense of mystery 
and of beauty combined. As for the 
meaning of the bird's saying, that 
is surely conveyed by the wonder- 
ful little ' tranquil episode that in- 
terrupts the song- of th«.bird, full 
of comfort and quiet happiness and 
peace. Schumann's Bird As Pro- 
phet reveals to us a genuine poet, 
giving expression to 'bis fancies in 
•words of music. Or, ,.to take a 
slightly 
different , interpretation, 


we may consider the first and third 
parts of the 
composition ag the 
night of th* bird—the every day 
activity of a work-8-day existence, 
where as the middle section with 
its crooning lullaby melody^ is, pro- 
phetic of other life, of coming gen- 
erations.

Haiti in'the Pacific according to 


charges about the treatment of the Sa- 
moan Islands published In THE NATION 
for March 15. Without any proprietary 
rights in the Samoan islands, which have 
been used for many years as a naval coal- 
ing station, onr navy is said to have de- 
stroyed the independence of the natives, 
by the same autocratic methods which 
have been described in the case of Haiti 
and other Caribbean republics, 


,The Fono, or native parliament of 


about 400 "High Chiefs, Talking Chiefs, 
and Chiefs," of the Samoan Islands, re- 
peatedly recognized in treaties as the 
governing body of the islands, was ar- 
bitrarily dissolved in 1920 by the com- 
mandant of the naval coaling station. 
The natives pVo£ested, and an inquiry was 
ordered. When the commandant learned 
t'hat his administration was to be inves- 
tigated, he committed suicide, . The in- 
vestigation, according to the account in 
THE NATION, whitewashed the facts, 
•audited 'the tax records for only two 
months back, and established the chief 
officer of the investigating 
court as 


"Governor of American Samoa."
